A Railroad Convention in Ses- 
sion in New York. 


The President Taiking Again. 
By Associated Press. | 

Peorta (lll.), Oct. 8.—President 
Harrison arose early this morning, but 
he was not early enough to escape the 
thousand of eager people who assem- 
bled around the hotel in that cit,, 
struggling for a sight of their distin- 
guished visitor. At 7 o’cloc#®the band 
serenaded the President, and a few 
minutes later the Mayor and City 
Council, accompanied by the G. A. R. 
posts and a company of Illinois Na- 
tional Guards, escorted the party to 
the train. 

The march was a triumphal one and 
all Peoria tarned out to do homage to 
the Chief Executive. © At the depot 
over five thousand people were assem- 
bled, and the President, being intro- 
duced by Mayor Starke, spoke as fol- 
lowe: 

‘‘My fellow citizens, it is not possi- 
ble that I should introduce this morn- 
ing any serious theme. I have greatly 
enjoyed this trip through my old State 
and yours—sisters in loyalty and sacri- 
tice for the Union, sisters also in pros- 
perity and honor [applause]. I find 
myself simply saying ‘thank you,’ but 
with an increasing sense of kindness 
of the people. If anything could add 
to the solemn sense of responsibility 
which my official oath piaces upon me, 
it would be these evidences of friend- 
liness and confidence. The great mass 
of the people of this country are loyal, 
loving, dutiful citizens, ready to 
snpport every faithfal officer in the 
discharge of his duty and to 
applaud every honest effort for their 
good. It is a source of great strength 
to know this, and this morning not 
less from this bright sunshine and 
this crisp Lilinois air than from these 
kindly faces I draw inspiration to do 
what I can to promote the gcod of the 
people of the United States [applause]. 
I go to-day to meet with some com- 
rades of your State who stood with 
me in the army of the great Union for 
the defense of the flag [applause}.’’ 

At the conclusion of the address 
Elsie Leslie Lyde, the child actress of 
‘* Little Lord Fauntleroy’”’ fame, pre- 
sented the President with a beautiful 
boquet on behalf of the G. A. R. posts 
and citizens of Peoria. The President 
expressed his thanks by kissing the 
little lady, and, amid the cheers of the 
crowd, the train pulled out for Gales- 
burg. At Peoria” the Presidential 
party was met by a delegation from 
Galesburg on a special train. 


Near Galesburg the President, after 
according a reception to the old vet- 
erans on board, went forward with 
Secietary Tracy and greeted engineer 
Hilton, who was a member of the 
President’s brigade. On the invita- 
tion of the engineer the President end 
Secretary Tracy mounted the engine 
and rode in the cab with the engine er 
for a few miles.

‘Commaniecated. 


The statement in last evening’s Ga- 
TeTTe as to the Board of Equalization 
having made a reduction on the main 
track of the Central Pacific Railroad 
of $1,000 per mile perhaps requires 
additional explanation in order to bo 
fully understcod. The railroad people 
in their sworn statement place the 
valuation of their road at $10,000 per 
mile. At $14,000 rer mile it is placed 
at $4,000 per mile more than they re- 
quest it to be. The Union Pacific 
Railroad engineers, when here last 
year, after careful estimates, placed 
the cost of constructing a bruad gauge 
road through Nevada at $18,000 fur 
mile. The custom or rule of assessing 
property in Nevada is at 60 per cent. 
of cash value, which would justly 
entitle the railroad to an assessed 
value per mile of about $11,000 instead 
of $14,000. The railroads pay one- 
quarter of the taxes of Washoe county, 
and they are entitled to the same con- | 
sideration that other taxpayers are. 
Ninety cents of our State and county tax 
goes into the State Treasury.’’ Our 
rate is $1 85 per $100. Therefore, in- 
stead of affecting our own county 
taxes on $53,000 ij the reduction of 
$1000 per mile, it is about one-half 
that amount. The railroad people are 
supporting ‘‘Our Board of Trade’”’ and 
if they are treated as other tax-payers 
are, have promised to put us in a bet- 
ter position than we are now, relative 
to shipping out our products. A pro- 
portion of the ‘‘railroad company’s” 
rolling stock is assessed in this county, 
and “‘they never attempt to run it 
into Los Angeles’’ or any other Cali- 
fornia town to avoid taxation, —

He noticed that they flewin an 
rregular kind of skirmish line, moved 
slowly, and every now and then made 
‘dabs” at apparently nothing. Each 

Anowler autaority. who seems to hold 
that it would be questionable policy to 
attempt to destroy the mosquito, it be- 
ing in his opinion a scavenger, says 
that other enemies may be relied upon 
todo that work. He suggests that to 
banish the mosquito the best plan is to 
drain meadows, bogs and swamps, to 
fill up stagnant pools and level rain- 
holaing hollows contiguous to dwell- 
ings. 

Certain artificial remedies are also re- 
lied upon, The use of coal oil in swamps, 
by odorizing the air and floating upon 
the surface of the water itself, is a very 
practical and energetic remedy. It de- 
stroys the mosquito in its carly stages. 
‘The use of lanterns, so arranged as to 
attract and destroy the tnosquitoes, is 
another remedy. The mo quitoes are 
attracted to them, and are dustroyed in 


the cans of coal oil or kerosene or other | 


similar mixtures which may be used. 
They should be placed around houses, 
hotels and in marshes. The expense 
and trouble of management are small, as 
they are only used during a few months 
of the year. Indeed, almost every 
method imaginable of catching and de- 
stroying the insect has been suggested 
except the very simple one of putting 
salt of its tail and clubbing it to death. 

These scientific authorities are not 
x bove offering suggestions for the relief 
of persons whose situation makes them 
liable to suffer from the bites of these 
insect tormentors, and who can not wait 
for the propagation of vhe dragon fly. 
They recommend lemon juice, vinegar, 
oil of peppermint and oil of pennyroyal. 
A very strong infusion of roots of triti- 
cum repens is successfully used at Sim- 
birsk as a preventive against mosqui- 
tocs, and a weak solution of quassia wood 
boiled in water, has also been recom- 
mended. 


Limits of Natural Vision. 

The limits of vision vary with eleva- 
tion, conditions of the atmosphere, in- 
tunsity of iliuamination and other mod- 
ifying clements in different cases. On 
a clear day an object one foot above a 
level plain may be seen at a distance of 
1.31 miles; one ten feet high, 415 miles; 
one 20 feet high,. 5.86 miles; one 100 
feet high, 18.1 miles; one a mile high, 
as the top of amountain, 95.23 miles 
This allows 7 inches, or, to be exact, 
6.49 inches, for the curvature of the 
earth, and assumes that the size and 
illumination of the object are sufficient 
to produce animage. Five miles may 
be taken as the extreme limit at which 
a man is visible on the flat plain to an 
observer on the same level.—St. Louis

LONG VALLEY, OR UPPER CARSON RES- 
ERVOIR. 

Between the canyons of the East 
Carson and of the West Carson, just 
at the head of the main Carson valley, 
in Douglas county, there is a reservoir 
site known as Long valley, where 
conditions appear to be favorable for 


advantage of being in Nevada. I do 
not point to this site to the exclusion 
of others, but merely as an illustration 
of what might be done, and because 
we have acquired data by recent sur- 
veys to present its features. Imme- 
diately below it‘lies the main valley of 
the. Upper Carson, comprising about 


22,500 acres are capable of irrigation 
if water storage is provided. For 
many years the portion cultivated has 
produced excellent crops, showing 
that the soil is rich and the climate 
well adapted to grain, alfalfa, fruits 
and vegetables ot every kind. This 
little irrigation district has made as 
many families’ comfortab'e as any 
other piece of land of similar size 
devoted to general farming in the 
United States, and the landa still to 
be improved by the means we are 
considering are even of finer quality, 
wore level, of better soil composition 
and better natural drainage than that 
which has thus far been cultivated 
near the streams. They extend to 
within sight of the State Capitol, and 
are as desirable in location as they are 
rich in quality. 

From personal inquiry and the re- 
ports of engineers, | am impressed 
with the belief that enough water 
could be stored in Long valley to guard 
against a shortage on lands already 
irrigated and to supply the remaining 
irrigable, but now desert, lands of 
this Upper Carson valley. At any 
rate, I feel satisfied that within a 
limit of cost not exceeding $200,000 
for storage works, or nine dollars per 
acre for the 22,500 acres now lying 
dry and valueless, this end may be 
effected. 

The key to the whole situation is 
the reservoir site covering 1,000 acres. 
Fearing that this might be held for 
speculative purposes, I have acquired 
almost all J the land constituting the 
site, with the exception of a few acres, 
as well as certain water rights con- 
nected with it. If the State owned 
these 22,500 acres (Irrigable Deserts 
Nos. 1 and 2, Carson river map), it 
could purchase from me, at actual 
cost, this reservoir site and the water 
rights, and conduct an irrigation en- 
terprise which would be profitable 
and of immense benefit to the river 
and the State. A dam 106 feet high 
could be built at the site at a cost of | 
less than $200,000. A ditch could be | 
led from it over these irrigable des- 
erts at comparatively little expense. 
The land could be divided up into 
forty-acre tracts. Water rights could 
be attached to each tract in the pro- 
portion that the number of acres in 
the tract boretothe whole. The lands 
could be sold to settlers for from $20 
to $25 an acre. Thus a large profit 
could be made; a large amount of tax- 
able property added to the State, and 
the permanent flow of the river below 
increased by seepage and drainage 
from the newly-cultivated area. The 
milis below Empire would have a 
sullicient supply of water. The exist- 
ing litigation between the mills and 
the farmers above would be settled, 
and the Jand now under cultivation 
in Douglas couuty would be free from 
contention. 

But unfortunately the State has 
parjed with the title to these 22,500 
acres of irrigable lands. They have 
been bought during the past few 
years from the State for $1 25 
per acre, twenty-five cents per 
acre being paid in cash. They are 
held in large tracts, the principal 
owners being H. F. Dangberg, R. P. 
M. Greeley, W. C. Noteware, Herman 
Springmeyer and others. 


the mills which are almost annually 
embarrassed and forced to shut down 
because water is taken away from 
them to irrigate the valleys above. 
Further down the river, below Fort 
Charchill, on the north side of the 
river, is a fine bench of level sage- 
brneh land comprising 15,000 acres 
(Irrigable Desert No. 5), where the 
waters that would find their way back 
into the river from the irrigated lands 
, above could be used to great advan- 
tage. This is an exceptionally fine 
body of land, of peculiarly rich and 
tillable soil, and with a warm expos- 
ure. With the view of advancing the 
public interests, either by private 
enterprise or the promotion of public 
action, I have secured upon this bench 
a large tract of land which I will hold 
for a comprehensive irrigation enter- 


rise. 

This middle Carson reservoir would 
be an excellent enterprise if the own- 
ers of the land which constitutes its 
site did not demand so high a price 
for it. I have acquired a portion of 
the land required for it, but the rest 
is in private ownership and is held 
at prices almost prohibitory of 
the enterprise, unless it is under- 
taken by the State and the power 
of eminent domain is excercised.

The Cowboy's Lasso- 

The cowboy’s lasso is made by cutting 
a rawhide into thin strips, balf tanning 
it with hair on. These strips are then 
stretched over a block and braided into 
a rope, the strands being braided very 
tight. The lasso is then buried in sand 
for a week or two apd absorbs moisture 
from the ground, which makes it soft 
and pliable. When taken out of the 
ground it is stretched out and the hair 
is sandpapered off. It is then greased 
with mutton tallow and properly noosed 
and is ready for use,
